Supt. Steenbergen Receives a 
Letter to This Effect 
From the St. Louis

Col. Tonkin Visits Paris For 
a Conference With 
Mayor Hinton 



Superintendent C. L. Steenbergen, 
Of the Paris Gas & Electric Co., 
which holds the franchise for the dis- j 
tribution of natural gas in this city, 
is in receipt of a letter from the offi- 
cials of the Light & Development Co., 
of St. Louis, which own and controls 
the local company, to - the ef- j 
feet that the company accepts the 
terms of the city council regarding 
the franchise which the company in- 
tends to operate under. 

At the last meeting of the council 
an ordinance was passed which re- 
stricted the local company from 
charging an amount in excess of the 
rate provided in the franchise grant- 
ed the Central Kentucky Natural Gas 
Co., and which was taken over by the 
local concern. In addittion to this the 
the council acceded to the request of 
the officials of the Light & Develop- 
ment Co., and left in force the fran- 
chise held by the company, which was 
granted in 1910, and which provided 
for a rate of $1.65 per thousand for 
gas. 

Following considerable agitation as 
to the possibility of the distributors 
of natural gas in this city, operating 
under the franchise granted in 1910 
to the Paris Gas & Electric Co., the 
matter was taken up by Mayor Hin- 
ton, who to safeguard the interests of 
the city, compelled the officials of the 
Light & Development Co. to elect un- 
der which franchise it would oferate. 

Mr. W. H. Beck, secretary of the 
Light & Development Co., came to 
this city to confer with the officials 
In an effort to straighten the entan- 
glement, but after stating it was the 
purpose of he company to operate 
under the old franchise, a statement 
was issued by Mayor Hinton in which 
he said the case would be carried to 
the court of last resort in an effort 
to annul the old franchise and compel 
the company to furnish natural gas 
to the consumers at the rate specified 
in the latter franchise. 

Following a call for a special meet- 
ing of the City Council to take imme- 
diate action, Mr. Beck requested that 
this action be deferred until he could 
returnto St. Louis. Following his 
vis Mr. W. S. Smith, President of the 
Light & Development Co., came to 
Paris to appear before the Council 
in the interest of his company and in 
an effort to bring about an amica- 
ble dj.'3tment. In his statement 
made to the Council Mr. Smith de- 
clared It was never the intention of 
his company to operate under other 
than the recent franchise granted to 
the Central Kentucky Natural Gas 
Co., and which was purchased vy the 
concern of which he was the head. 

The ordinance, which proved ac- 
ceptable to Mr. Smith ,was read in 
the Council, and after its passage by 
the unavimous vote of the Board, 
Mr. Smiih, on behalf of his company, 
agreed upon his return to St. Louis, 
to formally accept the terms and pro- 
visions of the ordinance before it 
could go into effect. 

The letter directed to Superintend- 
ent Steenbergen was yesterday pre- 
sented to Mayor Hinton. Hon. C. 
M. Thomas, attorney for the St. Lou- 
is company, returned after an ab- 
sence of a few days from the city, 
and stated that he had not -received 
any communication from the com 
pany which he reprsents.

COL. TONKIN VISITS PARIS. 
Col. John Tonkin, of Oil City, Pa., 
President of the Central Kentucky \ 
Natural Cas Co., was a visitor in 
Paris Tuesday, coming here especial- 
ly to look into the conditions and to 
investigate the rumors that had been 
carried to his ears that the purchas- 
ers of 1913 franchise — The Light and 
' Development Co., of St., Louis, Mo.,— 
intended to operate under the fran- 
chise of 1910. 

Col. Tonkin spent some time in con- 
sultation with Mayor J. T. Hinton in 
regard to the matter and gave the in- 
formation to the city's executive that 
immediately upon receipt of the ru- 
mor which was in effect and which 
occasioned decided unrest among the 
prospective consumers of natural gas 
in this city, he immediately tele- 
graphed the St. Louis concern that he 
would insist that the Paris Gas & 
Electric Co. operate under the late 
franchise. 

Later, he said, he received a reply 
to the effect that it was the inten- 
tion of the company to pursue no 
other course than that with the ap- 
proval of the city officials as well as 
the consumers of natural gas, and 
further than that the Light & Devel- 
opment Co. was having papers pre- 
pared that would prove satisfactory. 

After investigating the affair and 
finding the people of Paris thorough- 
ly satisfied with the course of tlie 
Paris 'Gas & Electric Co., which is 
owned and operated by the Light & 
Development Co. and assuring Mayor 
Hinton that the Central Kentucky 
Natural Gas Co. would in event of a 
breach of contract insist upon the 
local concern operating under the 
1913 franchise, he left lor Lexington 
where he will spend a few days be- 
fore returning home.

FARMERS' WEEK AT THE 

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 



Masons have just finished -flatting 

in the Washington monument Colo- 
rado's contribution to the shaft in 
memory of the first President. It is 
a bautiful specimen of the Colorado 
Yule marble, the same material 
which has been selected for the two 
million dollar Lincoln memorial to be 
placed on the banks of the Potomac 
just west of the monument. 

This marble comes from within the 
Sopris national forest, which furnishes 
a large part of the timber used in the 
quarrying operations. The mainten- 
ance of timber supplies lor this and 
for other quarries and mines is ac- 
cording to forestry officials, an impor- 
tant part of their work. It will al- 
ways be their aim, they say, to main- 
ain a supply of timber for this local 
demand of one of Colorado's great re- 
sources, of which Governor Ammons, 
who came to Washington to arrange 
for the placing of the stone, is very 
proud. 

The stone itself will present a rec- 
tangular face 2 by 4 feet, upon which 
the name and seal of the State are 
inscribed, together with the year in 
which he State was admitted. It is 
on the 290-foot landing inside the 
monument in the middle of the east 
wall and is thus one of the highest 
of the many tributes which line the 
lower part of the historic obelisk. It 
is now draped from the gaze of the 
public awaiting a date to be set by 
Senator Shaforth for simple unveil- 
ing ceremonies.

Every Kentucky farmer should be 
interested in the approaching meet- 
ing of the Kentucky Corn Growers'. 
Association, especially in view of the 
fact that it is associated, as regards 
time and place, with mest of the 
other leading farmers' organizations 
of the State. 

The advances made in Kentucky in 
the last few years in the production 
of a good quality of corn have been 
rather remarkable.

Breeders' Association, the Poultry- 
men, the Bee Keepers' and the State 
Horticultural Society.

tomobiles may be increased and thi 
cost of hauling reduced* according tc 
the Office of Roads, of the Govern 
ment Department of Agriculture, by 
relocating many old roads and the 
more scientific laying out of-- new 
ones. The natural tendency in road 
building is to .build a straight road, 
whether it goes over steep grades or 
hills, or not, and pulling over these 
grades naturally adds to the wear 
and £ear on horses and vehicles. ' 

The doctrine of the Office of Roads 
is that the longest way around may 
often be the shortest and most eco- 
nomical way home, and that frequent- 
ly by "building a highway around a 
hill or grade, but little appreciable 
distance is added and this is more | 
than offset by the reduced strain of 1 
hauling. j 
The chief drawback from the far- 
mer's point of view is that the laying 
out of roads on this principle of 
avoiding grades necessitates, in some 
cases, running the road through 
good farm land or orchards or past- 
ures, instead of going around the 
; farm line and building the road 
through old wornout fields and over 
rocky knolls. This, of -course, may 
raise a question in the mind of the 
individual land owner as to whether 
; the cutting up of his property by a 
j road yields him individual advant- 
; ages and so benefits his community 
j as to offset the use or such land for a 
'■ road, or to overcome the inconveni- 
i ence of having his land divided. In

This 
is not at all unusual, for I meet this 
suppression ahnos everyday. Such 1 
mothers should learn that their chil- 
dren are far more apt to catch cold 
when they do not get the proper j 
amount of exercise than when they ' 
are allowed to run and play ajl they ; 
like. Let your children be as lively 
as they wish and play to their heart's 
content. If they are not naturally 
active encourage them in a fondness 
Cor games. Most of us have caught i 
> the spirit of the fresh air treatment,

FORRESTER. 
—The Misses Shropshire, of this 
city, received a telegram which an- 
nounced the death of their uncle, 
Col. George Forrester, in Chicago, 
on Nov. 13. Col. Forrester was a 
former Kentuckian, and was aged 71 
years on the day of his death. 

He was a former member of Gen. 
John H. Morgan's command, and a 
prominent figure in the Confederate 
Association of Chicago. 

Col. Forrester was publishing a 
paper at Maysville. Ky., when the war 
broke out and because of an article 
advocating secession was arrested by 
the' Federal Government and confined 
at Fort Lafayette, New York, in 1861. 
Upon being released from prison he 
at once joined Morgan's cavalry, in 
which he rose to the command of Cap- 
tain. He was severely wounded in 
the fight at Woodburn Station ,Ky., 
but upon his recovery returned to his 
command and served under Gen. Mor- 
gan until the close of the war, when 
he was breveted Colonel. He then 
engaged in planting in Alabama, until 
1868, when he removed to Chicago, 
where for thirty years he was a 
traveling salesman. 

Mr. Forrester was always a Demo- 1 
crat in politics except during the first 
McKinley campaign, when he organ- i 
ized the Democratic Traveling Men's j 
McKinley Club, of Chicago. 

Columbia Post, 766, and Meade | 
Post 444, G. A. R., and Camp 8, Con- 
federate Veterans, attended the fu- 
neral in a body. 

Mr. Forrester was married in 1878 
to Louise M. Crossett, of Chicago, 
who died two years ago. He is sur- 
vived by Robert H. Forrester, Chi- 
cago; Walter Forrester, Louisville, 
and Richard Forrester, San Francisco, 
brothers, and by Mrs. Agnes Selan- 
der, Chicago, sister. 

Mr. Forrester was a brother of the

the past two seasons has been at the 
head of the Battle Creek club of the 
Southern Michigan League, is ill and 
in a serious condition at his home in 
Cincinnati. McKernan was taken 
ill shortly before the close of the 
Southern Michigan League season, 
and was for a time unable to stand 
the trip to his home in Cincinnati. 
A few weeks ago, however, his condi- 
tion was somewhat improved, but it 
is hardly likely he will be sufficiently 
recovered to play ball next season. 

Hogan Yancey, of the Lexington 
team, was in Cincinnati a few days 
ago to confer with McKernan in re- 
gard to assuming the management of 
the Lexington team, believing that he 
is the only man in minor league 
base ball who could pilot the Colts 
to victory in the Ohio State League 
during the coming season. 

The fact that McKernan won two 
pennants for Paris while in the Blue 
Grass League, and in the second sea- 
son in the Michigan League won for 
Battle Creek, is sufficient guarantee 
that he would put the Colts in the 
running if his services could be se- 
cured. McKernan's illness was the 
result of being struck over the kid- 
neys by a ball during last season, 
which practically ruined his health. 
His many friends and admirers here 
will regret to learn of his serious 
condition.

They 
will be on exhibition at the next State 
Faff: Their progeny will be used in 
restocking the State. We have made 
arrangements to purchase twenty 
deer from Grand Island, Mich., and 
some elk, which will be placed in a 
breeding preserve on Pine Mountain, 
Bell county. We have set aside 10 
cent, of the revenues for purchasing 
quail, which will be 'planted' in time 
for the hunting season next year. 
We are going to restock the State 
with wild turkey and other game 
birds. 

"We are perfecting an organization 
and our wardens are doing effective 
work, but the State is large, and un- 
less sportsmen and farmers report in- 
fractions of the hunting law, either to 
the warden or the State department, 
some violators are bound to escape, 
though they do it at their peril. 

"What we wish to impress on the 
sportsmen who take out licenses and 
obey the law is that every violator of 
the law is cheating them. Those who 
set about to deplete the game supply, 
unwarrantedly, either for gain or 
through greed or who hunt out of sea- 
son and thus get into the field before 
our law-abiding real sportsman 
goes out, is to whatever extent he suc- 
ceeds robbing the sportsman of the 
benefits for which he spends his mon- 
ey when he buys a license."

The November crop report, the last 
of the year, was issued Friday by 
Commissioner Newman. He says: 

"The long drouth in Kentucky has 
'been broken. There has been suffici- 
ent rainfall to start the fall grown 
grains off in splendid condition, and 
stock water in most places is now 
plentiful 

"Fall grass is starting to grow but 
it is too late in the season for any 
great amount of pasture to be secured 
The cold weather and short supply 
of grass have caused the farmers to 
begin feeding stock from a month to 
six weeks earlier than usual. Quite a 
good deal of fall plowing has been 
done. 

"The final yield of corn in Kentucky 
for 1913. as reported, is 20.3 bushels 
per acre. The government estimate 
for 1912 was 30.4 bushels. 

"The final yield of Burley tobacco is 
reported as 655 pounds per acre. As 
there was an acreage of approximate- 
ly 175.000, this would indicate that the 
Burley crop of Kentucky would be 
115,000,000 pounds. 

"The final yield of dark tobacco is 
503 pounds per acre, and with an acre- 
age of approximately 150,000, makes 
the total yield of dark tobacco about 
75,000,000. 

"The drouth has cut corn about one- 
third, Burley tobacco about one-third 
and dark tobacco about one-half. 

"The per cent, of wheat sown is giv- 
en as 91.5, and the condition of this 
wheat as 91.8. This indicates rather 
a large crop of wheat for next year."

An account of an investigation of 
the auriferous gravels in the Weaver- 
ville quadrangle, which embraces 
portions of Shasta and Trinity coun- 
ties, by J. S. Diller, is contained in 
Bulletin 540-A, recently issued by the 
United States Geological Survey. 

The outlook for future placer min- 
ing in this region^ is encouraging. 
The success of the La Grange mine 
consists in the economical treatment 
on a large scale of relatively low- 
grade gravel. The success of the 
dredging at Trinity Center and of the 
placers north of Lewiston gives con- 
fidence to those who are attempting 
larger developments at the mouth 
of Eastman Gulch and at the bend 
of Trinity river above Lewiston, and 
the region may well be regarded as 
worthy of investigation by capital- 
ists interested in dredging and hy- 
draulic mining. . * 

The bulletin also contains an ac- 
count of the gold lodes of the Weav- 
erville quadrangle, by H. G. Fergu- 
Gold was first discovered in the quad- 
rangle in 1848; in the fal 1 o f that 
year $60,000 worth was taken from 
the bed of Clear Creek. It is impos- 
sible to make any close estimate of 
the amount of gold produced from 
the lode mines in the quadrangle, but 
it is believed that the total is in ex- 
cess of $15,000,000. 

In certain of the deposits of the 
region practically all the gold is con- 
tained in small scattered pockets 
near the surface. One of these 
pockets yielded as much as $45,000 
in a distance of 44 feet; from another 
a single plate of gold weighing 100 
Ounces is said to have been ob- 
tained. The peculiar pocket depos- 
its have given rise to a class of 
prospectors known -as "pocket hunt- 
ers." These men often discover 
many rich pockets by tracing the 
particles of gold in the soil to their 
sources. As soon as a pocket is 
gouged out and colors of gold are no 
longer shown, the place is aban- 
doned.

Dr. X Leon Williams, ec itly 
elected Fellow of the Royal An.' o- 
pological Institute, arrived in fc« 
York, recently, with* a number .■ 
skulls and bones, among them beint 
the reconstructed skull and teeth of 
a prehistoric human being, by which 
Dr. Williams hopes to prove man's 
residence upon the earth more than 
half a million years ago. 

Less than a year ago the skull 
from which Dr. Williams made his 
plaster copy was accidentally dis- 
covered by Dr. * Smith-Woodward, of 
the South Kensington Museum, and 
Charles Dawson, a geologist, on the 
gravel plateau near Piltdown Com- 
mon, Kent. The upper part of the 
skull showed a well-developed human 
forehead. Two molar teeth were 
found in the lower jw and their form 
convinced Dr. Smith-Woodward that 
the skull was that of an anthropoid 
ape. 

"When the relic was brought to my 
attention," said Dr. Williams, "I had 
photographs made of both the res- 
tored skull and the original bones. I 
saw that' Dr. Smith-Woodward had 
filled in the cavities of the jaw with 
the teeth of a gorilla. This, I felt, 
was wrong, and in jny model substi- 
tuted the teeth of a hnman. 

"I finally proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the majority of the members 
of the Royal College of Surgeons that 
the relic dated back to before the 
Pleistocene era. which is agreed upon 
by nearly all scientists to have been 
at least 500,000 years ago. There- 
fore this man lived over half a mil- 
lion years back. The evidence gives 
strong confirmation to the mutation 
theory of Devriea, and certainly 
modifies the Darwinian conception of 
natural selection."
